Particulars of the abdication of the throne of Poland by 
STANISLAUS. 

On the day of St. Catharine, Repning went to the King 
and prefented to bim feveral papers which had been fent 
to tom Peterfburgh, a8 the act of ms abdication, a re- 
hingui fh of his preteniions to the throne, &c. which 
Staniflaus figned without refiftance, in the moraing, and 
which Repning immediately publifhed throughout the ci- 
ty.---After this the unfortunate King pubiufhed, at dinner, 
his attachment to his former miftre{s Oradbowaka, declared 
that he had efpoufed her {even years ago; and legitimated 
all the children which he had by her, and feitled on them 
the wrecks of ins fortune 

Then, his eyes ftreaming with tears, he took leave, with 
a confiancy truly royal, of the faithful fervants of his for- 
mer ftate, which produced a truly afieéting cence. This 
was ended by a ball, at which Repning entcrealing his pride, 
himfelf prefented to the committee, this king dethoned by 
the ftroke of a pen..--Such was the end of the reign of 
Staniflaus, than whom a man of brighter virtues, and a 
more enlightened mind, never filled a throne. 

PORTSMOUTH, March 19.
